‘New, better era’ 
seen for Church 


WASHINGTON(NC)—Archbishop Joseph - L. 
Bernardin, president of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, said the Catholic Church is ‘‘at 
the threshold of a new and better era.’’ 


One of the reasons for his optimism, Archbishop 
Bernardin said in an interview released at NCCB 
headquarters here, is a change in the spirituality 
of Catholics. The interview was done by Time 
magazine for an article on U.S. Catholicism. 


*‘T BELIEVE that the degree of commitment to 
gospel values, especially among young people, is 
often greater than it was in the more tranquil days 
of the past,’’ he said. 

‘‘Never before have I had so many people talk to 


me about the transcendental dimension of life, 
about prayer, about our obligations in charity and 


justice to the human family. These people take 


Christianity seriously.’’ 


The interview with Archbishop Bernardin was 
issued in connection with a cover story ‘‘A 
Church Divided’’ in the May 24 issue of Time 
magazine. 


Archbishop Bernardin also said that ‘‘the trials 
of the past 100 years have had a purifying effect on 
the belief and practices of many Catholics. People 
attend Mass today because they believe in its 
value. They have lived through the changes and 


continue to attend because they are committed to . 


the eucharistic mystery.”’

SAN DIEGO—Helen Copley is chairman and 
chief executive officer of a corporation publishing 
nine daily and 27 weekly newspapers in the United 
States. As a woman and as a Catholic she holds 
one of the most powerful and unique positions in 
the nation. 

“Because there are so few women in my 
position, I feel an additional responsibility to prove 
myself and to see that talented and capable 


‘women are free to find their own level in the 


organization, without discrimination,’’ she said. 


IN AN INTERVIEW she was asked whether she 
feels a particular responsibility in being a Catholic 
publisher. 


“I am a Catholic person, not a Catholic 
publisher,’’ she differentiated. ‘‘My religious 
beliefs guide my decisions. My position is that the 
Copley newspapers must serve all their readers as 
an interdenominational forum in which ll 
religions and all sects may be represented.’’ 


Mrs. Copley assumed control of the vast Copley 
newspaper chain following the death of her 
husband, James S. Copley, at age 57, in the fall of 
1973. She was retiring and unobtrusive at the 
funeral Mass which was celebrated by San Diego’s 
Bishop Leo T. Maher, with a eulogy from 
evangelist Rev. Billy Graham. 


SINCE THEN she has become very much more a 
public figure, quietly but firmly asserting her 


place and responding to the many calls for public - 


service, making important changes lil the 
newspapers. ‘ 
‘I’m on so many boards and committees that I 


have just reached saturation point,’’ she said. ‘‘I 


have decided to do nothing more with national 
‘boards, but more with the local community, which

hope all persons of all faiths do,’’ she replied. But 
this does not extend to taking an editorial stand on 
abortion, for instance. 


*“?M AGAINST abortion. I’m against euthan- 
asia, in doubt about capital punishment,’’ she 
admits. But as for editorializing agaiust 
abortion, she felt not at this stage. 


“The responsibilities of a newspaper are to 
mirror the community and to provide a forum for 
all viewpoints and all cultures in the community,”’ 
She says. ‘‘This is a duty in which a newspaper 
may be exposing subjects and viewpoints which 
run counter to one’s own.”’ 


It was a recent decision by Helen Copley which 
led to the appearance of ads for X-rated movies in 
San Diego’s two daily newspapers owned by her, 
The San Diego Union and the Evening Tribune. 


SHE EXPLAINED that she had the Copley 
International Corporation carry out a private 
survey of readers opinions in San Diego over 
X-rated movie ads, which had been- banned from 
the papers by ‘‘Jim’’ Copley seven years 
previously. ‘‘I think I might have been the guiding 
hand in his decision at the time,’’ she said. 


The survey showed 68 per cent of those 
questioned felt the ban was censorship ‘‘and that 
we were moralizing for them. 


“Tve never attended an X-rated movie and 
never want to. I don’t know anybody who does, 
either. But in the light of the survey our ad 
department, editors, general managers and I 
Gécidea OUT credibility Was at stake.” 

Reaction has come. ‘‘Mostly from members of 
the Mormon Church. But our position is to inform 
the community. You can’t fight.what you don’t 
know.’”

A joy to be a Religious 


In the week we were celebrating locally the joyful 
event of jubilarians among the Sisters in the 
diocese, with the special Mass at the Basilica of the 
Mission San Diego de Alcala, Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta was tel!ing 600 religious superiors meeting 
in Chicago that: ‘‘It is a joy to be a Religious 
because of the opportunities for Religious today to 
do something beautiful for God.’’ 


The foundress of the Missionaries of Charity said 
a vocation to be a Religious is simply belonging 
totally to Jesus. ‘‘Religious must live the word of 
God before they ‘can give the word of God,’’ added 
the 65-year-old nun whose work in 13 countries has 
gained worldwide attention. She describes herself 
not as a ‘‘social worker’’ but as a ‘‘contemplative’’. 


Franciscan Father Basil Heiser, undersecretary 
of the Vatican Congregation for Religious and 
Secular Institutes reminded participants of the 
“obligation of Religious of fidelity to the 
magisterium (teaching authority) of the Church, the 
authoritative teaching body of the Church, the 


college of bishops in union with the Pope, the vicar - 


of Christ.’’ 


Happiness .a virtue 

Anyone who ever comes into contact with Father 
John Campion knows his infectious humor. And the 
occasion of his jubilee celebration proved no 
exception. The parishioners of St. Kieran’s 
provided a well catered opportunity for us to hear 
and see his life story, through slides, through the 
stories of fellow priests and through the priest 
himself. 


Msgr. Patrick Walsh, pastor of Holy Trinity, El 
Cajon, surpassed himself as Emcee for the occasion 
as his droll humor and kindly care for the ‘‘young’’ 
priests he formerly had as associates, showed in his 
stories about them. Supported by tales from Father 
William Cuddihy and a slide commentary by Father 
Neal Dolan, the Campion story beat any comic show 
currently on TV. And a gracious compliment to 
Bishop Maher came from Father Campion when he 
said that the bishop is ‘‘not forever looking over 
your shoulder’’. 


Looking forward too 

In jubilees we tend to look back. But Cardinal 
Timothy Manning of Los Angeles, looked to the 
future when he gave the homily at the recent 
centenary celebration of St. Vibiana’s Cathedral in 
the city of angels. ‘‘One hundred years from now 
others will gather here to celebrate its bicenten- 
nial,’ he said. ‘‘Who can tell whether some 
undiscovered weapon of destruction will have left 
this basin like the ruins of Carthage.’’ 


Then, addressing the congregation which 
included 14 bishops, he pondered: ‘‘Maybe Los 
Angeles will be but a titular See for some bishop 
residing in a man-made island in outer space. 
Perhaps the bishop. will be the great-grandson of a 
Vietnamese or Korean refugee, and our Irish and 
Spanish names will be as unfamiliar as theirs are 
today. God knows.’’ 


He left a message for those who will follow 100 
years from now: ‘‘We reach out to join with you 
in professing the same unchanging faith, the faith

of our forefathers, and we forefathers to yours. 
There will still be one, holy Catholic and apostolic 
Church, grounded on the Apostles and ruled by a 
Pope of Rome.”’ 


Saturday evening Mass 


Archbishop William F. Whealon of Hartford, 
Conn., has suggested an evaluation should be 
made of the impact of the Saturday evening Mass 
‘‘on the parish community and on the liturgical and 
religious life of Catholics.’’ He brought the matter 
to the attention of the U.S. bishops, meeting in 
Chicago recently, saying that the vigil Mass has 
produced good and bad results. 


He is concerned that what was once designed as 
a help to those who found it impossible or difficult 
to attend Mass on Sunday has now become a 
regular Mass attendance for many who use it in 
order to have Sunday completely free ‘‘using 
Sunday to do the laundry or clean up the house.”’ 


Permission was first granted for the vigil Mass in 
the U.S. in 1970 and renewed for five more years in 
1974. ‘‘The results have been quite different from 
those anticipated five years ago,’’ said the 
archbishop. Some bishops from rural areas 
responded by stating that priests in their areas 
serve a number of parishes separated by many 
miles, and the vigil Mass is the only option that 
allows some places to have a Mass fulfilling the 
Sunday obligation. 


Liberty and justice for all areias 

The NOW action center recently published a 
statement asking whether Bishop Maher ‘‘can 
respond to the Bicentennial theme of ‘Liberty and 
justice for all’ remembering that ‘all’ includes 
women and minorities.” 


The bishop told them, succintly, that ‘‘liberty 
and justice for all’’ must not only embrace male and 
female, but also the unborn male and female. 


It is really very surprising that, after all the 
modern scientific evidence through embryology 
that there is a live, separate entity within the 
mother’s womb, there are those who refuse to 
recognize it aS such. 


Historic date 

In case you missed it, last Saturday, May 15, was 
the anniversary of three very important papal 
encyclicals-In 1891 Pope Leo XIII issued his Rerum 
Novarum (condition of the working classes): in 1931 
Pope Pius XI issued Quadragesimo Anno (Social 
reconstruction) and in 1961 Pope John XXIII issued 
Mater et Magistra (Christianity and social 
progress). 


All three encyclicals deal with social and working 
conditions and show the continuing theme of 
concern of the Popes in this area. The two which 
followed Rerum Novarum were purposely issued on 
the anniversary (40th and 70th years) of the historic 
encyclical by Pope Leo. 


It’s a reminder that the Church has long been 
concerned with the life and conditions of people so 
affected by the Industrial Revolution and by the 
continuing growth of industry and the complexity of 
society.

Breaking Through Shells 


We have to struggle 
to pierce barriers to 
communication and love

Some time ago I stood with a dear friend 
for a long time at an open incubator in a 
Chicago technology museum and watched 
chickens hatch. The first evidence of their 
desire to be born in a new way was the eggs’ 
trembling movements. The shells were 
being pecked from within by the small beaks 
and being kicked at by the fragile but lively 
little legs within. 


Then a crack would appear, a beak would 
make the crack into a jagged hole and the 
legs would kick the hole into a wide passage 
for exiting. Soon a wet ball of new life would 
flop out onto the earth. It lay impotent for a 
few minutes. 


THEN OTHER small chickens would come 
near to examine it and would huddle around 
it, touching it and drying its down. Gradually 
it would get up on one wobbly foot, fall down 
and then it would try again and again. Soon 
it would be up fully on two feet. In about an 
hour it could walk and later even run a wee 
bit. Then it could begin to dry out the other 
chickens who came as it had come into the 
world; a wet, feeble ball of life. 


That is wnat my experience of life tells me 
that Jesus’ resurrection is like for me and for 
many whom I know. 


We have all seen powerful pictures of 
Jesus moving through rock and we may tend 


to think that this power of His is to be 
duplicated likewise in our lives. For most of 
us, Jesus’ power is not so dramatic, not so 
spectacular. 


IT COMES IN life itself, in our small 
movements to break shells of indifference 
which surround us and keep us in old life. It 
comes in the. struggle we have to break 
through shells of non-communications that 
we so desire to break in-order that we may 
experience ‘others’ love in more healing 
ways. It comes as we help a lost visitor in a 
city find his bus or an elderly gentleman pick 
up oranges that fell through his broken 
grocery sack onto the sidewalk. 


It comes as we visit those sick in our 
hospitals whom no one visits and who live 
the loneliness of anonymity. It comes as we 
join to celebrate with those who pass exams 
or find jobs. Jesus’ power comes as out 
fragile legs’ move to our neighborhood 
meetings to work for better schooling or 
fairer wages or better garbage collection. 


It comes as we often, like newly hatched 
chicks, lie and wait, fresh with new insights 
about ourselves but ones which we need 
friends to help us live. We ourselves also 
wait for Jesus’ power to move in close to us 
with our brothers’ comfort, care and 
concern. Jesus’

The rupture between God and man that 
Jesus reconciled had four dimensions 
described by Father Walter J. Burghardt, 
S.J., in his excellent little book Towards 
Reconciliation. 


“In the first place there is disunity 
between man and nature...This disunity 
between man and nature is a symbol and to 
some extent an effect, of the disunity that 
exists within man himself...This disunity 
within man himself is a symbol and to some 
extent a cause, of the disunity that prevails 
between man and man...All these disunities, 
man and nature, man himself, man and 
man, are but a symptom, and in great 
measure an effect, of the most tragic 
disunity of all: the rupture. between man and 
God.’’ 


WE HAVE mentioned earlier that to the 
Jew of Jesus’ time the Kingdom of God was 
seen as a period when man would once again 
live in harmony with God, with his neighbor, 
with himself and with the eee world 
about him. : 


Man’s struggle with nature; his constant 
battle against the elements; the terror of 
drought; of flood; the ever-present threat of 
blight or, infestation; the scourage of wild 
animals, poisonous reptiles, insects, were all 
seen by biblical man as manifestations of 
divine punishment. 


Conversely the advent of Shalom, the | 


Messianic Kingdom, was to be marked by 
the restoration of harmony. ‘‘Then the wolf 
shall be a guest of the lamb and the leopard 
shall lie down with the kid; the calf and the 
young lion shall browse together, and a little 
child to guide them. 


“‘The cow and the bear shall be neighbors, 
together their young shall rest; the lion shall 
eat hay like the ox. The baby shall play by 
the cobra’s den, and the child lay his hand 
on the adder’s lair. There shall be no harm 
or ruin on all my holy mountain’’ (Isaiah 
11:6-9). i 


ST. PAUL writes: ‘‘we know that all 
creation groans in agony even until now.”’ 


Thus it is that the nature miracles in the 
Gospel signal the beginning of a restoration 
of the harmony of nature, just as the 
exorcisms, healings and raising of Jesus 
signalled the inbreak of the time when every 


tear would be wiped away. 


The raging sea responds to Jesus’ rebuke 
(Mark 4:37-41), in an incident that bears 
striking similarity to Jesus rebuking sickness 
or driving out demons. Jesus walks on water 
and is recognized by the Apostles, he orders 
them out to sea for a miraculous catch of 
fish, he feeds crowds of 4,000 and 5,000 in 
the wilderness, in miracles that the Gospels 
see as conveying the full messianic 
significance of Christ and challenging men 
to faith. 


ANOTHER SIGN of a different sort was 
the cleansing or purging of the Temple by 
Jesus. This story as told by John (2:13-22) 
and the other Evangelists has two 
dimensions. One is the fulfillment of an Old 
Testament prophecy (Zechariah 14:21) the 
other is that of a prophecy of Christ 
concerning the new temple. 


At passover time, Jesus, angered by the 
presence of sacrificial animal booths, money 


changers, and others in the Temple drove. 


the merchants out. Challenging Jesus, those 
in the Temple asked him, ‘‘What sign can 
you show us authorizing you to do these 
things?”’ 

Jesus replied, ‘‘Destroy this Temple and 
in three days I will build it up.’’ His reply 
referred to the destruction of Herod’s 
Temple by the Romans, but beyond that it 
referred, John tells us, to the Temple of his 
Body. His prophecy points to His death and 
His resurrection and the ultimate ‘signs to 
which all other miracles and signs of Jesus 
are but a prelude, the empty tomb and the 


Body of the Risen Christ. 


ONE OF THE great symbols of John the 
Evangelist is the Body of the Risen Christ. It 
is to be the focus of worship in spirit and 
truth (John 4:21f), the spiritual temple from 
which flow living waters (7:37-39), and the 
only temple in the New Jerusalem 
(Revelations 21:22). 


This ultimate sign, like the healings and 
raisings of Jesus, like glorious manifesta- 
tions of Jesus during His earthly life, like 
His victory over the forces of nature, points 
to the time when man will be reconciled with 
God, with Himself, with his neighbor and all 
creation and Jesus’, conquerer of all his 
enemies, will hand over the Kingdom to the 
Father (1 Corinthians 15:24) and His 
disciples will share His glory (Revelations 
3:21).

JESUS’ POWER comes as we walk out of 
fears which we have which both comfort us 
with their familiarity and paralyze us with 
their infantile possibilities.

‘comes as we run to others—in our joy, in our 


love, in our concern, in our pain, in our 
confusion, in our woundedness. It was the 
original resurrection that flooded a world 
with tenderness and not : eal nai: 
magic. 

Power is a funny, broken work in our 
culture. It is often perceived to be that 
selfish dynamic which exists when men will 
not share and when thousands of their 
brothers live in powerless conditions of 
poverty because wealth speaks so strongly 
that it paralyzes the will of others to create 
against its tyranny. 

Jesus’ power is very different from most

power we see around us today. It is so 
tender, so outreaching and often so quiet. It 
makes no pretense, needs neither filmstrip 
nor billboard to verify it; in fact, it doesn’t 
even need a bumper sticker to help us 
remember it. 

IT BLESSES others in beatitude that 
comes of giving hands and caring eyes and 
careful listening. It is a strong power 
because it comes from a strong Lord. It is

Jesus lives in this world in His power. The 
tomb that He may ask us first to allow 
shattered is our unbelief that indeed He is 
here in every action where men love others 
with Gospel delicacy.

Paul: Amazing grace 
transforms his world

Fhe second Vatican Council, unlike the 20 
Councils that preceded it, did not concern 
itself with heresies and false interpretations 
of the teachings of Jesus. It undertook the 
joyful task of making Easter real for the 
whole world. The Council Fathers gathered 
to make the pastoral ministry of the Church a 
reality for every culture under heaven. It 
dedicated itself to making the timeless 
message and presence of Jesus a timely and 
true offering of forgiveness and hope to 
every human being. 


It was just such a colossal task that ‘‘one 
Council Father’’ of apostolic day, St. Paul 
dared to undertake and achieve. To him 
befell the vocation to translate the singular, 
culture bound understanding of Jesus into 
Greek and Roman forms. He took the events 
of a small Jewish colony in the world’s 
backwater and translated them for contin-

ental Europe. He spoke to the intellectuals of 


Athens, the sex conscious and commercial 
Corinthians and the legal minded 'Romans. 


TO THE WISE people of Athens, he spoke 
of the wisdom of Christ. Taking time to 
appreciate their poets, philosophers, play- 
wrights and architects, he built an argument 
from images familiar to them to one that was 
unfamiliar, namely, the wisdom of the living 
God that found expression in the human 
humiliation .of Jesus and Christ’s victory 
over death. | 

While he was not overly successful with 
the reason-bound people of Athens, he did 
convert some, and left us the legacy of 
remembering the care he took to translate 
pastorally the Jewish vocabulary and 
imagery of the Gospels into a meaningful 
message for a new culture. (Read Acts 17) 

To the sex minded and commercial 
Corinthians he spoke not as a man 
submerged in erotic passion, but one on fire

No Harm or Ruin 


Why is the world 
harsh and hostile? 


By Tom Lennon 


A 13-year-old friend of mine, Santiago 
Avila, writes to me once a month from 
Chimbote, a city in Peru. We have 
exchanged letters for several years, and I 
have learned in detail what poverty is like. 
His father deserted the family a long time 
ago; his mother works 12 hours a day to buy 
the little food they can afford. ; 


Several years ago their small mud house 


was destroyed.in a terrifying earthquake. - 


Months later Santiago wrote: ‘‘I am still very 
nervous. I wonder if an earthquake will come 
again. We are all scared.’’ 


THEIR NEW home, a hut of reeds, is in 
another location near a river where the 
shores tend to be swampy. Once a year the 
river overflows ‘its banks and threatens 
Santiago’s fragile home. In summer ‘“‘the 
bugs often keep us awake all night, and I am 
so tired the next day.’’ 


Too often nature is not Santiago’s friend. 
Perhaps you too have felt at times and in 
lesser ways that you and nature are not 
living in exactly total harmony. Sudden 
clouds and rain may ruin your class picnic. A 
bee may sting or a dog bite you. In an ice 
‘storm you could slip, break your back, and 
lie in the hospital for weeks. As the lady in 
the TV commercial says, ‘‘It isn’t nice to beak 
with Mother Nature!”’ 


Why is the world sometimes harsh? The 
Jewish people of Jesus’ time believed that 
sin was the tragedy that made our planet an 
occasionally hostile place in which to live. 
They regarded such things as floods, 
earthquakes, famines, and poisonous rep- 
tiles as signs of divine punishment. But they 
also thought that the kingdom of God would 
be a time when man would once again live in 
harmony not only with his Creator, his 
neighbor, and himself but also with all of 
nature. 

TODAY - SOME ecligiaus experts are 
saying that the power of Jesus at work in the 
world will put man and nature back on 
completely peaceful terms. At one point 


Jesus rebuked the wind and the raging sea, 
and ‘‘the wind died down, and there was a 
great calm’’ (Mark 4:39). But the greatest | 
sigh of His power was the defeat on Easter 
morning of death and sin. 


Experts think that wonderful deeds like 
these signal the beginning of a return of 
harmony between man and nature. They 
point to a passage in Isaiah that speaks of 
the future: ‘‘Then the wolf shall be a guest of 
the lamb, and the leopard shall lie down with 
the kid...The baby shall play by the cobra’s 
den...There shall be no harm or ruin on all 
my holy mountain, for the earth shall be 
filled with knowledge of the Lord, as water 
covers the sea’” (see Isaiah 11:6-9). 


What is your opinion? Can this messed up 
world ever become paradise again? Al- 
though we cannot know the details of the 
future, we do know the power of Jesus is 
unlimited. If people heed his message of 
love and struggle to live it, the possibilities 
are endless. 


SO, SOME OF the future lies in what 
people like you are doing now about 
kindness, patience, gentleness, and a 
friendly spirit. Another part of the future 
depends on how people view nature. Some 
say man is master of the earth and can do 
anything he wants with its resources. Others 
argue that we are God’s workers and must 
take good care of the planetary home he has 
given us. Which view is wiser? 


And how might you answer such timely 
questions as these: Is cigarette smoke 
hostile to the earth’s atmosphere? Have you 
seen anyone throw beer cans into a pleasant 
stream or onto a lovely lawn? Are you 
acquainted with any persons who harm their 
bodies with a steady diet of junk food? 


Did you ever waste energy by leaving the 
TV set on when no one was watching it? And 
have you ever met a person whose attitude 
is, “I’m going to take all I can get from this 
old planet and not put anything back’’? That 
viewpoint is perhaps the greatest enemy of 
Mother Nature, and, as we now know, it 


isn’t nice to fool with Mother Nature... 


with moral passion. What did he see in 
Corinth? As he walked through their streets 
he brushed shoulders with sailors, soldiers, 
merchants, policy and government officials 
from all over the empire. He could attend the 
Isthmian games, a kind of local olympics, 
from which he would draw images for his 
letters and sermons. 


HE ALSO SAW plenty of sexual freedom. 
Corinth was the sex capital of the world. 
Leering conversations the world over spoke 
of “‘living like a Corinthian,’’ meaning 
“Anything goes.’’ A ‘‘Corinthian girl’’ 
meant a ‘‘call girl.’’ The lusty sailors 
worshiped Aphrodite so they would have 
good luck in their gamy adventures. Paul 
could see her temple towering over the city 
from a 1,700 foot cliff. He knew that 1,000 
“‘priestesses’’ served her as well as local 
members of the male population. 


Paul did not flinch at condemning such 
self indulgence, but he spoke more 
passionately about the saving power of 
Jesus, alive and ready to awaken them to the 
dignity of their body-persons, vessels of the 
Holy Spirit and destined to a freedom from 
all self defeating obsession. It is to this flesh 
ridden population that Paul confides the first 
text we have of the Body of Christ in 
Eucharist and in Church. As he went to the 
Athenians in lofty intellectual terms, so he 
changed gears and spoke to the Corinthians 
in down-to-earth human and pastoral words. 


To the legal minded, institutional and 
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organizational Romans, Paul spoke of faith 
and grace. Just as reason alone would not 
save the Athenians, nor money and sex the 
Corinthians, neither would legal genius save 
the Romans. He could speak from the long 
history of Hebrew experience with law’s 
limitations. A real Hebrew was the child of 
Abraham, the believer who trusted in the 
grace of God. 


PAUL’S WORDS rang with the prophetic 
dissatisfaction with legalism that so ob- 
scured the beauty of faith and grace. It’s not 
that Paul saw no use for organization and 
law. Roman organization had built the very 
roads that helped Paul travel with directness 
and ease. Roman law had imposed a 
necessary stability. And Paul was not above 
giving rules and orders himself, and 
organizing missions. No, Paul was not 
against law, but he was opposed to seeing it 
as the repository of salvation. 


The organ like tones of his cigsatie 
Epistle to the Romans is a hymn to the 
unbelievable grace of having a living Christ 
present now to offer a forgiveness no law 
could provide. Again Paul’s genius trans- 
lated the Gospel in terms of the dominating 
image of a Roman culture. He began with 
law and ended with grace. What a pastor! 
What a model for the gift handed to us by 
Vatican II! 


It is an Amazing Grace with sound so 
sweet that it could provide us yet with an 
astonishing religious revival.

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Following is an editorial written by Al 
Antzcak, editor of the Los Angeles archdioce- 
san newspaper The Tidings, which appeared 
on May 14. It deals with an issue directly 
affecting all Catholic schools, and their status 
in the eyes of the National Labor Relations 
Board. 


Two contradictory documents on Catholic schools 
have been issued nationally within the past 10 days. 
The first is a statement by the bishops of the United 
States. Their statement affirms and upholds the 
character, necessity and effectiveness of Catholic 
schools. 


’ The second statement on Catholic schools was 
issued by the National Labor Relations Board. In a 
ruling pertaining to the Archdiocese of New York 
and 26 Catholic high schools in Los Angeles, the 
NLRB makes a startling declaration: ‘‘We also do 
not agree that the schools are religious institutions 
intimately involved with the Catholic Church.’’ 

Labor law is a complex topic. No one would deny 
the competence of the NLRB in this field. But what 
makes the NLRB competent to make a_categoric 
declaration that 26 Catholic high schools in southern 
California are not intimately involved with the 
Catholic Church? 


Has the NLRB any competence in ecclesiology? 
What norms, standards, definitions- form the 
NLRB’s understanding of Catholic, of religion? Did 
NLRB board members Betty Southard Murphy, 
Howard Jenkins Jr., or Peter D. Walther, who made 
the astonishing assertion about Catholic schools, 
ever visit a single one of the 26 Catholic schools on 
which they base their judgment? What are their 
norms for evaluating how ‘‘intimately involved’’ a

school is with the Catholic Church? What ‘exactly 
does ‘‘intimately’’ mean? 


Did the NLRB members use as a base for their 
evaluation the encyclical of Pope Pius XII on 
Christian education? Did they refer to the U.S. 
bishops’ pastoral of 1973 ‘’To Teach as Jesus Did?’’ 
Did they consult the Second Vatican Council’s 
Declaration on Education? 


HAS THE NLRB some guidelines for determining 
whether or not a school is effecting Catholic 
formation of its students? Did the NLRB consult 
Thomas Aquinas who holds that teaching is not just 
work but a vocation? Did they consult St. Paul’s 
exhortation to Titus to teach the Christian life? 


Does the NLRB have a particular formula for 
discerning intimate involvement of Church and 
school? Was there any reference to the apostle St. 
James and his writing on the hazards of teaching? 
Were evangelists Matthew and Mark consulted? 
The last word they reported was the exhortation of 
Jesus Christ to all his successors that they go out 
and teach all nations. The first thing reported in the 
Acts of the Apostles is that they started to engage in 
teaching. 


A week ago the bishops of the United States said 
the very same thing. In their statement, titled 
“'Teach Them,’’ the bishops stress unequivocally 
that Catholic schools are a direct response to 
Christ’s command, ‘‘Go and teach all nations.’’ The 
bishops spell it out: 

“THE INTEGRATION of religious truth and 
values with the rest of life which is possible in these 
schools distinguishes them from others. Here 
Catholics for whom religious commitment is a matter 
of central importance find an appreciation of religion

going to those movies. I consider it an experiment that 
failed.”’ > 


On the general question of moral responsibility, she states 
that the Copley newspapers ‘‘have accepted a commitment to 
be a force for good, a commitment my editors share with me. 
My editors agree with me on this principle and follow my 
general guidelines in its exercise.”’ 


One of those editors is Gerald R. Warren, former assistant 
press aide to President Nixon and, before that, city editor on 
the paper he now edits, The San Diego Union, morning paper. 
The Evening Tribune is edited by Catholic Fred Kinne. 


OTHER NEWSPAPERS of the Copley group of 36 are 
around Los Angeles and in Illinois. Helen Copley inherited a 
chain of 50 newspapers but sold off several, including the 
costly Sacramento Union which Jim Copley bought several 
years ago because he wanted a newspaper in the state capital 
and into which he sank vast sums for a new plant. 


Do newspapers generally use their freedom responsibly? 
“Some have acted irresponsibly at times,’’ says Helen 
Copley, sitting in the desk in the La Jolla corporate Copley 
headquarters surrounded by mementoes of her husband. 


‘I believe that newspapers have at times acted in a manner 
that could prejudice juries, injure the national security and 
invade the privacy of individuals. } 


‘Most newspapers, including mine, are very conscious of 
their responsibilities in these regards,’’ she adds, with the 
rider that ‘‘the press of the United States is as responsible as 
it ever has been in the history of our nation, and is the envy of 
the free world.’’ : 


PORNOGRAPHY SHE ‘‘abhors’’ and is adamant in her 
opposition of ‘‘salacious, corrupting material.’’ She 
‘‘srieves’’ that the ‘‘shifting moral standards of our time and 
the permissive rulings of our courts now permit pornography 
to be printed and circulated to an unprecedented degree.”’ 


But, she points out, that newspapers mirror society ‘‘warts 
and all’’. Her newspapers ‘‘have an active influence to check 
and change some of these corrupting influences.”’ 


The pressure from the homosexual community is a worry 
for her she admits. ‘‘I just wish they would keep to 
themselves and not make an issue of this rather ugly 
subject,’’ she said. ‘‘They’ve ruined several lovely words, 
including ‘gay’ and ‘dignity’. I always thought gay was a 
lovely word, because it encompasses happiness, frivolity and 


all kinds of lovely leisure things, and they have destroyed-the - 


word.’’ 


WHETHER SHE would knowingly employ a ‘‘gay’’ she 
said she could not answer. ‘‘I’m sympathetic with people, but 
perhaps I don’t sound like it when I say they destroyed the 
word. But Iam very sympathetic to life styles other than my 
own. The best way I can express it is—I don’t understand it.”’ 


With such a busy schedule, does daily Mass and prayer life 
enter much into her time? ‘‘Prayers? Don’t we all pray, in our 
daily going to and from work and in making decisions. We 
don’t make decisions without hoping that the Lord agrees 
with us and guides us.’’ Her religion, she says, has always 


been very close to her. But daily Mass eludes her. “‘I admire - 
including her recent convert .

Television, she sees very little and compliments it as a 


medium for the brevity of news presentation ‘‘very good for 
the person on the run to try to. know what’s going on.” 


She is, however, disappointed in the few programs she sees

Here the bishops assert a crucial element of the 
Catholic school: the character of the teacher. The 
teacher is a model. A teacher teaches by what he 
says and what he is. Jesus taught. He was called 
rabbi. He taught by word and action. He is the 

- model for Catholic teachers. 


A declaration by the NLRB that 26 Catholic 
schools here are not Catholic is an affront to the 
discernment and judgment of parents who make 
hard sacrifices to pay for and get a Catholic 
education for their children. The NLRB declaration 
also impugns the dedication of the schools’ teachers, 
both lay and religious. Is the NLRB declaring that 
the schools are operating under false colors, a fraud, 
a lie? 

NO ONE REALIZES better than parents the cost 
of living and the cost of sacrifice. No one realizes 
better than parents that labor relations between 
Catholic schools and teachers have strong and tragic 
elements of a dilemma. Parents pay once to the 
government for an educational system they do not 
use. They pay again for the Catholic school, a free 
choice which they have a right to make. 


To pay even more could force some parents to 
withdraw their children from schools already deficit 
ridden. Who will pay? The process of solving this 
dilemma should not, at any rate, be predicated on 
the false premise that Catholic schools are not 
Catholic. For a federal agency to say that is to create 
a whole new issue.

DENVER—This is ‘‘the greatest time to 
be a priest,’’ Notre Dame University’s Msgr.

Food stamp battle waged 


WASHINGTON—The National Confer- 
ence of Cathlic Charities and the National 
Conference on Interracial Justice have 
joined several labor and civil rights groups in 
a lawsuit seeking to block new federal 
restrictive regulations of the food stamp 
program. The groups say that 10.8 million 
people will be ‘‘adversely affected’’ by the 
new regulations. 


Churchmen decry arms race 


LIMA, Peru—Four cardinals and other 
national church leaders from six Andean 
countries have condemned the arms race 
among their nations as ‘‘a sin that cries out 
to heaven, our people are so poor.’’ The 
churchmen charge that the arms race is 
unjustified and without foreseeable benefit 


while it consumes money that could be used 
for human needs. The countries are Boliviia, 
Chile, Colombia, Ecuador, Peru and 
Venezuela.

Catholic Conference general counsel, pre- 
dicts the U.S. Supreme Court will uphold 
laws requiring parental consent for a minor 
to have an abortion. ‘“‘There is great 
sensitivity,’’ he says, on the court about the 
abortion issue. And it is particularly troubled 
about the rights of parents of a pregnant 
minor seeking an abortion, he claimed. 


Bps. okay Communion in hand 


LONDON—The Catholic bishops. of Eng- . 


land and Wales, with Vatican approval, have 
authorized the option of receiving Commun- 
ion in hand. This comes seven years after the 
practice started to become common in 
continental Europe. Under current Vatican 
guidelines, Communion in the hand as an 
optional alternative to the traditional method 
is allowed only in countries which have 
received Vatican permission after a formal 
request by two-thirds of the country’s 
bishops.

FIED ADS 
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State legislators consider bills 
on dying, abortion, sterilization 


SACRAMENTO — Three 
bills relating to the value of 
human life are currently 
under consideration in the 
California State Legislature. 
They relate to death with 
dignity, abortion and sterili- 
zation. 

The Natural Death Act, a 
bill before the state assembly 
that would give legal recog- 
nition to “‘living wills’’ has 
been opposed by the Califor- 
nia Catholic Conference. 

A ‘‘living will’, as defined 
in the bill, AB 3060, spon- 
sored by Assemblyman Barry 
Keene, states that .a person 
does not wish any ‘‘extraor- 
dinary, life-sustaining medi- 
cal treatment’’ if at some 
future time, he is in ‘‘termi- 
nal’ condition.

The conference also fears 
doctors might be forced to 
perform their duties accord- 
ing ‘‘to a statute rather than 
their best medical judg- 
ment,’’ and that a doctor’s 
willingness or ability to 
respond to a patient’s needs 
or wishes might be affected’’ 
in the absence of a formal, 
signed document.”’ 


In the state senate, an 
assembly bill relating to 
abortion will be sponsored by 
Sen. David A. Roberti. The 
bill, AB 2346, would prohibit 
a doctor or nurse involved in 
an abortion from Killing a live 
functioning baby after it is 
taken from the mother. 


THE BILL would require 
the doctor performing the 
abortion to take all reason- 
able steps to preserve the life 
and health of such a child 
born alive during an abor- 
tion.

Shortly after the election of Gen. George 
Washington to the presidency, a committee 
of Catholics felicitated the new chief 
executive and assured him of their prayers 
on his behalf. 


Among the signatories of the congratula- 
tory message were Bishop John Carroll of 
Baltimore on behalf of the Catholic clergy, 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton, Daniel Carroll, 
Dominick Lynch and Thomas Fitzimmons. 


ON MARCH 12, 1790, President Wash- 
ington replied ‘‘to the Roman Catholics in 
the United States of America,’’ thanking 
them for the good wishes they had sent. He 
wrote: ; 

‘‘While I now receive with such 
satisfaction your congratulations on my 
being called, by a unanimous vote, to the 
first station in my country; I cannot but duly 
notice your politeness in offering an apology 
for the unavoidable delay. 

‘“‘As that delay has given. you an 
opportunity of realizing, instead of anticipat- 
ing, the benefits of the general government, 


‘you will do me the justice to believe, that 


your testimony of the increase of the public 
prosperity enhances the pleasure which I 
should otherwise have experienced from 
your affectionate address. 

“FEEL THAT my conduct, in war and in 
peace, has met with more general 
approbation than’ could reasonably have 


been expected; and I find myself disposed to _ 


consider that fortunate circumstance, in a 
great degree, resulting from the able 
support and extraordinary candor of my 
fellow-citizens of all denominations. - 

‘The prospect of national prosperity now 
before us is truly animating, and ought to 
excite the exertions of all good men to 
establish and secure the happiness of their 
country in the permanent direction of its 
freedom and independence. 


‘““AS MANKIND becomes more liberal 
they will be more often apt to allow that all 
those who conduct themselves as worthy

Why ‘Roman’ Catholic? 


While the distinctive title of ‘‘Roman’’ 


was associated with Christians as early as 
the fourth century, the term ‘‘Roman 
Catholic’’ did not become popular until the 
post-Reformation era when, in a few 
countries, it came to signify those professing 
spiritual allegiance to the Pope. 


THE FIRST recorded use of the term in 


- official English circles can be found in a state 


paper of intelligence written by Queen 
Elizabeth’s secret agent in, the Papal States 
about 1564. Thereafter, the double name 
(Roman Catholic) seems to have been coined 
by the Reformers in England to support their 
claim to an equally valid Anglo-Catholicism. 

Over the years, the most vociferous 
objectors to the terminology have been those 
who regard the name ‘‘Roman Catholic’ as 
a British invention patented by Act. of 
Parliament. 

THE PRACTICE in Maryland, and in the 
United States generally, seems to have been 
similar to that of England, and by the end of 
the 18th century many English-speaking 
Catholics were apparently content that the 
term “‘Roman Catholic’’ should be employed 
not only in their official relations with the 
government, but even to some extent in 
documents of a more domestic character.
